Some Rebels Flee. 
One report received here states that 
rebel troops tried to advance to the 
douth of Valenka and were met by 
government troops and compelled to 
retreat.

Calles Explains 
One of the most interesting comments on the Mexican Cor- 
troversy is this statement, made recently by President Calles to 
some American visitors: 
“The differences are not between the people of the United 
States and the people of Mexico. The differences are between the 
people of Mexico and a small group of American capitalists. These 
differences are not of a normal kind. They have not a single 
characteristic in which the honor 0D,dignity of the two countries 
is affected. Nor are there any actual offenses between the two 
countries. It is wholly an abstract discussion as to something 
which the oil men say is going to happen 80 years from now. 
Possibly by 80 years from now the whole organization of human 
society will have been changed, and the-American conception 
property rights with it?.*' 
The Latin conception of property rights, by the way, has never 
been the same as the Anglo-Saxon. 
This utterance sets forth simply and clearly the Mexican 
viewpoint regarding the foreign landowners. It does not take ac 
count of all the factors involved, but it does suggest very strongly 
that there is nothing in the situation which cannot properly be ar­ 
bitrated, in hanflony with the principles always professed by 
both governments for the settlement of international disputes. 
And that, iortunately is the position now held by a big majority 
of the American people.

Why W orkers Change Jobs. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9—T he, most 
common reason for changing Jobs by 
wage earners is an effcrt a t economic 
betterm ent. That Is, th© w orker ex­ 
pects to get bettor pay and Shorter 
hours or better working conditions by 
shifting from one job to another. The 
second m ost prevalent reason is th at 
the worker m ust find a new job because 
he has been discharged or laid off from 
tho old one. 
Other ones include various phases of 
tho boss, dislike of the task, change 
of residence, to get more education, 
strike, needed at home, no promotion, 
health and sanitation conditions, no 
m adic spirit, and lockouts. 
/ 
A ll this, which Is regarded as of 
im portance in connection w ith the 
labor turnover problem, w as ascertain­ 
ed from a compilation of d ata furnish­ 
ed by 97 women workers. The survey 
was made under the direction of Pro­ 
fessor Amy Hewcs of Bryn College, and 
has been published by the W omen’s 
Bureau of the Federal D epartm ent of 
Labor. W hile it deals entirely w ith 
women workers, experts In industrial 
relations say that the conclusions to 
which it points are applicable to men 
workers, although another reason, the 
specialization of modern Industry, is 
held responsible for a considerable part 
of the labor turnover among men. 
This works In two ways. W orkers get 
tired of the monotony of repeating one 


single operation hour after hour aud 
day after day and decide to m ake a 
change, and then it is found easy to 
change from job to job, and in many 
cases from industry to industry, be­ 
cause specialization h as created so 
many tasks th a t are essentially sim ilar 
and th at do not require a long appren­ 
ticeship to m aster. W orkers who are 
alive to this condition of affairs fre­ 
quently find it to th e ir advantage to 
move about, since they go where the 
com petition for labor is the keenest 
and dispose of th eir services in a buy 
ing rath er than in a selling m arket. 
Few Hold Jobs T en Years. 
Of the 97 w orkers examined by Prof. 
Hewes and her assistants only four had 
held th eir Jobs for ten years or more. 
In all 659 changes of jobs were report* 
cd, and these did not include those in 
which the positions*had been held less 
than a week. Only one reason, regard­ 
ed as th e m ost im portant one, was 
given for each of the changes made. 
Practically h alf of the w orkers had 
held jobs in th ree or m ore industries 
and 57, o r nearly three-fifths of the 
group, had h eld ^their positions less 
than two years on the average. More 
than one-fourth of the group, or 28 had 
held jobs of an average duration of 
less than a year. and for six of them 
the average was less th an six months 
Of 46 who had been working ten years 
or more, 21 showed an average dur­ 
ation of five years or more a t their 
jobs. 
More than one half of the workers 
arere less than 2S years of age, the 
largest group being In their twenty- 
th ird year. More than three-fourths of 
them had completed gram m ar school

Woman Declares Hus­ 
band *‘Never Laid 
Hand on Me/*

AKRON, O., Feb. 9.—Being soundly 
thrashed as a “wife beater" with au 
18-inch piece of garden hose by a 
judge'over his knee in a jail cell when 
arrested on a charge of intoxication 
doesn’t appeal to John Caves, 40-year- 
old bricklayer. Neither does he relish 
being held up as a warning to future 
husbands, who take a few whacks at 
their wives. 
Caves, having imbibed a bit too 
freely, was awaiting sentence in Jail, 
when Municipal Judge E. E. Zeisger, 
armed with a piece of garden hose in 
his hand, entered' Caves’ cell, laid 
him across his knee and gave him 2d 
stripes “to cure him of wife beating *’ 
Now—and thereby bangs ^ tale—it so 
happens that Caves had been arrested 
not for abusing his wife but for being 
intoxicated. And Mrs. Caves insists 
she’s not a poor abused woman, say­ 
ing, “John bas never laid a hand cu 
me, drunk or sober!” 
Supports Whipping Post. 
Caves agrees with the judge most 
heartily. “A whipping post would be 
just punishment for a man who beats 
his wife, but I certainly object to be 
ing treated as one when I have never 
once struck my wife during our entire 
married life,’’ Caves says. 
“I suppose the judge did get tired 
of seeing me in court ami he so far 
forgot himself and the dignity of the 
bench as to lick me. It would have 
ben bad enough if lie licked me, with­ 
out authority, when I was jailed for 
intoxication, but to think people got 
the impression I beat up my wife — 
that’s terrible.” 
A session in jail on an intoxication 
charge is an o\d story to Caves, who 
says, “I know I drink too much, just 
can’t let the stuff alone, but I guess 
we all have our failings and I never 
loot a day’s 
work 
through 
being 
drink.” 
Old Friends. 
Caves has known Judge Zeisger for 
JO years or more. When young men 
they worked together. Caves as boss 
of the bricklayers, ami the judge as a 
carpenter. Their positions have chang­ 
ed since then. Zeisger is a dignitary 
of the municipal court and Caves— 
well Caves is still a bricklayer. 
In the three years that Zeisger has 
been on tha bench. Caves has appeared 
before him many times, always on a 
charge of intoxication. 
“I talked with Johnny many times, 
gave him the pledge ami tried to help 
him In every way ’’ save Zeisger, “but 
to no avail. His wife often complained 
to me that he had struck her, so when 
I saw him in jail again the other day 
I just took the law into my own hands 
or the hull by the horns, as the saying 
goes, ami laid him across my knee and 
thrashed him. I know I haven’t got a 
legal peg to stand on. hut he deserved 
a licking ami I gave it to him. 
# 
Judge’s Opinion. 
“If we bad whipping posts in Ohio 
there’d be less crime. A wife beater 
Is a coward and he’d shrink from a 
public lashing.” 
Prominent citizens and club women 
who endorsed the judge’s ai tion while 
under the impression that Caves had 
actually been arraigned for wife beat­ 
ing are a hit dubious as to the w isdom 
of the endorsement. 
Shortly after Judge Zeisger chas­ 
tised Caves, another man was brought 
before him on a charge of beating his 
wife. The judge turned to the wife, 
whose swollen blackened eyes were 
the result of her husband’s cruelty, 
and handed 
her the hose which he 
had used on Caves, telling her to 
wiel i it on her h”sl)aml. She refused, 
saying she was not physically equal 
to the task.

AKRON, O., Feb. 9.—Being soundly 
thrashed as a “wife beater1’ with an 
18-inch piece of garden hose by a 
Judge'over his knee in a jail cell when 
arrested on a charge of intoxication 
doesn’t appeal to John Caves, 40-year- 
old bricklayer. N either does he relish 
being held up as a warning to future, 
husbands, who take a few whacks at 
their wives. 
Caves, having imbibed a bit too 
freely, was awaiting sentence in Jail, 
when Municipal Judge E. E. Zeisger, 
armed with a piece of garden hose in 
his hand, en tered ' Caves’ cell, laid 
him across ills knee and gave him 20 
stripes “to cure him of wife beating “ 
Now—and thereby hangs a tale—it so 
happens that Caves had been arrested 
not for abusing his wife but for being 
intoxicated. And Mrs. Caves insists 
she’s not a poor abused woman, say­ 
ing, “John has never laid a huud en 
me, drunk or sober!” 
Supports Whipping Post. 
Caves agrees with the judge most 
heartily. “A whipping post would be 
just punishment for a man who beats 
his wife, but I certainly object to be 
ing treated as one when I have never 
once struck my wife during our entire 
m arried life,’’ Caves says. 
“I suppose the judge did get tired 
of seeing me in court anil he so far 
forgot himself and the dignity of the 
bench as to lick me. It would have 
ben bad enough if he licked me, with 
out authority, when I was jailed for 
intoxication, but to think people go* 
the Impression I beat up my wife — 
that's terrible." 
A session in jail on an intoxication 
charge Is an old story to Caves, who 
says, "I know I drink too much, lust 
can’t let the stuff alone, but I guess 
we all have our failings and I never 
lost a day’* 
work 
through 
being 
drank.” 
Old Friends. 
Caves has known Judge Zeisger for 
20 years or more. When young men 
they worked together. Caves as boss 
of the bricklayers, and the judge as a 
carpenter. Their positions have chang­ 
ed since then. 
Zeisger is a dignitary 
of the municipal court and Caves— 
well Caves is still a bricklayer. 
In the three years that Zeisger has 
been on th i bench. Caves has appeared 
before him many times, always ou a 
charge of intoxication. 
“I talked with Johnny many times, 
gave him the pledge and tried to help 
him in every way ” savs Zeisger. “but 
to no avail. His wife often complained 
to me that he had struck her, so when 
I saw bim in jail again the other day 
I just took the law into my own hands 
or the bull by the horns, as the saying 
goes, and laid bim across my knee and 
thrashed him. I know I haven’t got a 
legal peg to stand on. but he deserved 
a licking and I gave it to him. 
Judge’s Opinion. 
“If we had whipping posts in Ohio 
there'd be less crime. A wife beater 
Is a coward and he'd shrink from a 
public lashing.” 
Prom inent citizens and club women 
who endorsed the judge's adio n while 
under the impression that Caves had 
actually been arraigned for wife beat 
Ing are a bit dubious as to the wisdom 
of the endorsement. 
Shortly after Judge Zeisger elms 
Used Caves, another man was brought 
before bint on a charge of heating his 
wife. The judge turned to the wife, 
whose swollen blackened eyes were 
the result of her husband’s cruelty, 
and handed 
her Hie hose which he 
had used en Caves, telling her to 
w iell It on her h"shand. She refused, 
saying she was not physically equal 
to the task

these only one showed an average of 
as much as three years to a job, and 13 
had an everage of less than a year. On 
the other hand of the workers in the 
textile industry nearly one-half had 
an average duration of three years or 
more. 
As to wages, it was not found 
possible to figure out "the connection, 
if any, between pay and tenure of job. 
About 50 per cent of the women were 
being paid less than $24 a week at the 
time the study was made, while the 
ethers were receiving $24 or more a 
week. 
What some of the individual workers 
do in the way of leaping from one in­ 
dustrial crag to another was illus­ 
trated in the case of a garment worker. 
She had held 18 job3 lasting one week 
or more and innumerable jobs of less 
than a week each in the course of six- 
years’ working experience.

Americans Safe,

Why Workers Change Jobs. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9—The most 
common reason for changing Jobs by 
wage earners Is an effort at economic 
betterment. That is, the worker ex­ 
pects to get bettor pay and Shorter 
hours or better working conditions by 
shifting from one job to another. The 
second most prevalent reason is that 
the worker must find a new Job because 
he has been discharged or laid off from 
tho old one. 
Other ones include various phases of 
tho boss, dislike of the task, change 
of residence, to get more education, 
strike, needed at home, no promotion, 
health and sanitation conditions, no 
Diadic spirit, and lockouts. 
All this, which is regarded as of 
importance in connection with the 
labor turnover problem, was ascertain­ 
ed from a compilation of data furnish­ 
ed by 97 women workers. The survey 
was made under the direction of Pro­ 
fessor Amy Hewcs of Bryn College, and 
has been published by the Women’s 
Bureau of the Federal Department of 
Labor. While it deals entirely with 
women workers, experts in industrial 
relations say that the conclusions to 
which it points are applicable to men 
workers, although another reason, the 
specialization of modern industry, Is 
held responsible for a considerable part 
of tho labor turnover among men. 
This works in two ways. Workers get 
tired of the monotony of repeating one 


'single operation hour after hour and 
day after day and decide to make a 
change, and then it is found easy to 
change from job to job, and in many 
cases from industry to industry, be­ 
cause specialization has created so 
ninny tasks that are essentially similar 
and that do not require a long appren­ 
ticeship to master. Workers who are 
alive to this condition of affairs ire- 
( 


quently find it to their advantage to 
move about, since they go where the 
,competition for labor is the keenest 
and dispose of their services in a buy 
ing rather than in a selling market. 
Few Hold Jobs Ten Years. 
Of the 97 workers examined by Prof. 
Hewes and ber assistants only four had 
held their jobs for ten years or more. 
In all 559 changes of jobs were report­ 
ed. and these did not include those in 
which the positions had been held less 
than a week. Only one reason, regard­ 
ed as the most important one, was 
given for each of the changes made. 
Practically half of the workers had 
held jobs in three or more industries 
and 57, or nearly three-fifths of tim 
group, had h eld ''their positions less 
than two years on the average. More 
than one-fourth of the group, or 28 had 
held jobs of an average duration of 
less than a year, and for six of them 
the average was less than six months. 
Of 46 who bad been working ten years 
or more, 21 showed an average dur­ 
ation of five years or more at their 
jobs. 
More than one half of the workers 
were less than 26 years of age, the 
largest group being in their twenty- 
third year. More than three-fourths of 
them had completed grammar school

intoxicated. And Mrs. Caves insists 
she * not a poor abused woman, say­ 
ing, "John has never laid a haud Cli 
me, drunk or sober!” 
Supports Whipping Post. 
Caves agrees witii the Judge moat 
heartily. “ A whipping post would be 
just punishm ent for a m an who heats 
his wife, but I certainly object to be 
ing treated as one when I have never 
once struck my wife during our entire 
married life," Caves Baya. 
"I suppose the judge did get tired 
of aeelug me iii <<>urt and lie so far 
forgot himself and the dignity of the 
bench as to lick me. It would have 
ben bud enough if he Hi ked me. with 
out authority, when I was Jailed for 
Intoxication, but to think people got 
the impression I beat up my wife — 
th at's terrible.” 
A session in jail on an intoxication 
charge la an old story to Cavea, who 
says. "I know I drink too mu«h, Just 
can’t let the stuff alone, but I guess 
we all have our failings and I never

Old Friends. 
Cavea has known Judge Zeisger for 
20 years or more. When young men 
they worked together, Cavea as boss 
of the bric klayers, and the judge aa a 
carpenter.

Zeisger is a dignitary 
of the municipal court and C aves— 
well Caves is still a bricklayer. 
In the three years th at Zeisger has 
been on tho bench.

“ I talked with Johnny m any times, 
gave him the pledge and tried to help 
him in every way ” savs Zeisger. “ hut 
to no avail. His wife often complained 
to me that he had struck her. so when 
I saw him in jail again the other cl iv 
I just took the law Into my own hand-. 
or the bull by the horns, as the saying 
goes, and laid him across my knee and 
thrashed him. 
I know I hav en ’t got a 
legal peg to stand on. hut he deserved 
a licking and I gave it to him.
